On Sunday afternoon at the hour 
of two or jSck a very large gathering 
of neighbors and friends from both 
village and country attended the fun* 1 
eral of the late Pte. Fred W. Forres¬ 
ter whose death from influenza under 
such tragip circumstances occurred in 
Calgary last week. 

The casket was covered with floral 
tributes and the pall-bearers were M. 
Bowie, R. Herdman, R. Lilley and D. 
Ashmore, all of whom were person¬ 
al associates of the deceasedL 

An out-door service was conducted 
by the Rev. A. R. Schrag, who in his 
address deplored this death an an¬ 
other pitiful waste of young life 
upon the altars of war. Deep sympa¬ 
thy with the phrenta who are left 
without any young life in the home 
was expressed by the preacher. 

The cortege, which was over a mile 
in length then proceeded to Vulcan 
cemetery for interment 

The late Fred Forrester was one of 
the young pioneers of this district, 
having been here for the past tewelve 
years, and he was the source of his 
father’s prosperity in the west All 
friends and neighbors extend the 
deepest sympathy to the bereaved 
parents.

THE BRITISH ELECTION 


' Great .Britain stands on tire thres¬ 
hold of the most momentous election 
since the Reform Bill of 1832. The 
state of thh country cannot be accurat 
ely measured as there are many dis¬ 
turbing influences ruffling the politi¬ 
cal waters. With the war only just 
over and a large' mass of the popular 
tion included in the voters lists for the 
first time,—somewhere about eight 
millions in all—prediction is imposs¬ 
ible. 

The central figure is that of Lloyd 
George. Mr. Asquith stands as the 
representative of the pre-war Liberal 
party, and as yet there is no mention 
of a Conservative leader. From this 
it may be deducted that Mr. Lloyd 
I George bases his candidature on a 
government combining elements of 
Conservatives and Liberals who were 
with him through the war, while Mr. 
Asquith represents the straight Lib¬ 
eral faction. Where the*.Labour ele- 
|ments stands is uncertain, but doubt- 
lless the majority will be behind Mr. 
Asquith. 

Mr. Lloyd George has justified him¬ 
self as the fighting premier, and it is 
doubtful whether any other leader 
could have brought the country 
through as he has done. There are 
mistakes to his credit, but paragons 
of statementship in handling world 
wars are yet to be found. His achieve¬ 
ments during the struggle 


With the true generosity of hum¬ 
ane victory the Allies and the United 
States are making every effort to al¬ 
leviate the food shortage in the coun¬ 
tries of Germany and her Allies. This 
action is consistent with the Allied 
professions since the outbreak of the 
war, and illustrates the point that the 
Allies waged war for humanity and 
not against humanity.

PEACE AND ITS 
RESPONSIBILITIES 


The termination of the war ends one 
phase of our life as a Dominion and 
immediately opens up another whifch 
is no less important and deserving of 
serieus consideration. In the strug¬ 
gle we discovered our national entity; 
now that peace is here we must carry 
this further and reveal our conscious¬ 
ness of self and our aptitude, for work¬ 
ing out our destiny. Flag-waving was 
the prelude to our confession that we 
could so administer affairs as to plant 
the flag over ruins of despotism and 
autocracy. • That past of the business 
is over. We have pased through the 
crucial tes< of war with honour, and 
our singlemmded purpose of vindicat¬ 
ing our professions of faith in the 
democratic system has been achieved. 
On the crest of the wave of war our 
soldiers carried Canada and things 
Canadian to heights heretofore un¬ 
dreamed of, and today Canada stands 
before the world with all the honours 
of war upon her. 

But the advent of peace opens up a 
far different chapter, one more wide¬ 
spread in its application and no less 
important in its ultimate^ results. One 
may safely say that the destinies of 
Canada now repose in the hands of the 
people of Canada. From the military 
standpoint the end is achieved, and in 
the ebb of the tide the civilian is call¬ 
ed upon to do his share of thinking 
and working. It is a mistake to con¬ 
clude that the accumulated mass of 
four years of civilian problems, left 
m abeyance during the war, together 
with the reinstating of the returned 
soldiers, must be left to the same ord¬ 
er of governing as Qanadtf has had 
since 1914. We are on different ground 
now, and the onus of solution lies, not 
only with dictators, but with the rank 
and file of the Dominion. In all our 
branches* of organized industry re¬ 
construction must begin, among our 
agricultural workers wide change x>f

every branch of^ur civilian life there 
will be throMpfsome result of the war. 
And as everyone of us is concerned

The following circular letter in re-1 
gard to Red Cross work has been sent 
to the various branches throughout 
the country from headquarters. The 
letter insists on the necessity for-con¬ 
tinuing the work although the war is, 
over. 

Dear Sir or Madam: 

The last few days have seen the 
cessation of hostilities and the world 
ia practically assured of a satisfactory 
and, we trust, a lasting peace. While 
great issues have been shaping them¬ 
selves abroad, our people at home 
have been engaged in combating the 
ravages of an epidemic, during which 
members of the Red Cross branches 
have volunteered 


“Before the leaves fall from the 
trees we shall be back again in the 
dear fatherland. Exterminate first the 
treacherous French and walk over 
Gen. French’s contemptible little army 
The war-like spirit still lives in the 
German people—that powerful spirit 
wrihich attacks the enemy wherever it 
finds him, regardless of the cost. 

“You, my troops are my guarantee 
that I can dictate peace to my enem¬ 
ies. Up and at the foes! God's good¬ 
ness will guide the German people 
through battle of victory—to the goal 
appointed for the German people by 
Providence, I have drawn the sword, 
which, without victory and without 
honor, I can not sheathe again. We 
stand with our hearts toward God—to 
the dust with all the enemies of Ger¬ 
many. Amen.” 

In 1915 the German ruler said: 

“Our brave soldiers have shown 
themselves to be. invincible in battle 
against nearly the whole world. The 
war drama is now coming to its close. 

To the King of the Senussi he said: 

“Our common enemies, whom Allah 
will annihilate to the last man, shall 
lie before you. So be it.” 

Regarding the “United States, the 
emperor declared: 

“America had better look out after 
the war. I shall stand no nonsense 
from the Americans. My destructive 
sword has crushed the Russians. In a 
short while I will announce new vic¬ 
tories. The war drama in now coming 
to a close. In a just cause I am ready 
to force myself to be cruel.” 

In 1916 the emperor said: 

‘.‘The world was prepared for any¬ 
thing but 'a victory by the German 
fleet over the British fleet. Fear will 
oreep into the bones of the enemy, 

"Bucharest has been taken. What 
a magnificent success on the road to 
complete victory has been gained 
with God’s help! 

. “All Germany contemplates with 
pride her brave sons whose deeds with 
God’s help will be a landmark on the 
road to final victory." 

. In 1917 th^ head of the German 
nation said: ' 

“If the enemy does not want peace 
then we must bring peace by batter¬ 
ing in with iron fist and shining 
sword the doors of. those who will not 
have peace. 

“Victory in the coming year will 
again be on our side and on that of 
our allies. If only we cast the burden 
on the Lord he will smite the foe Hip 
and thigh as he did Amalak, the pro¬ 
totype of perfidious England 

“Our U-boats are not going to rest 
until, with God’s help, the enemy is 
beaten. With the help of God, who 
has hitherto graciously protected us, 
the enemy shall have a decision. Eng¬ 
land is particularly the .enemy to be 
struck down, however difficult it may

The Canadian Red Cross Society is 
a war time organization and as such 
has hitherto carried on its operations 
only in time of war. Its work hak 
been limited to the relief of sick and 
wounded soldiers, to the amelioration 
of the condition of Prisoners of War, 
and to those civilians who have suf¬ 
fered as a direct result of the war.

METHOD Of SEED GRAIN 
ADVANCES EXPLAINED 

_ ». f 

Provincial Government Is 
Expected to Make An- r 
nouncement Shortly 

The following communication has 
been received by H. Higginbotham, 
central secretary, U. F. A., from the 
Alberta department of municipal af¬ 
fairs, giving information as to the 
method of making seed grain ad¬ 
vances. < 

Edmonton, Nov. 4, 1918. 

Sir: 

Re seed grain advances, 1918— 
1919. 

In reply to your letter of the 1st 
inst., adressed to the minister with 
reference to the above matter, I may 
say that the Municipal District Seed 
Grain Act passed at the last session 
of the legislature will give you full 
information as to how municipal dis¬ 
tricts may deal with the question of 
supplying seed grain. The provincial 
government has as yet made no an¬ 
nouncement as to the policy they 
will follow in connection with guar¬ 
anteeing municipal seed grain loans 
for next spring’s seeding. As soon 
as such announcement has been made 
all municipal districts will take and 
report on all applications for seed 
grain on all unplanted lands, forward¬ 
ing same to a representative of the 
department of the interior, Ottawa. 
We are forwarding to the municipal 
districts forms supplied by the Dom¬ 
inion government for this purpose. 
Outside of the organized areas the 
seed grain applications on unplanted 
lands are being dealt with by the 
provincial department of agriculture 
on behalf of the Dominion govern¬ 
ment. The supplying of seed grain 
on patented lands in organized and un 
organized areas will be a matter 
which may be delt with by the muni— 
cipal districts and the province res.— 
pectively, but as stated, not an¬ 
nouncement has yet been made as to 
what action the government will take 
in the matter. In the meantime,. a6 
the need will be great and the sup¬ 
ply of grain will ye limited, it is in 
order for all those requiring seed 
grain to secure a supply without de¬ 
lay, if at all possible to do so. 

With reference to a municipal dis¬ 
trict refusing to take any action to 
assist farmers on patented lands, I 
may say that this is a matter which 
rests entirely in the hands of the coun 
cil.
